Dairyman’s Convention, ; 


Keoport of thé Proceodings 


| “Mr, Choosman, editor of the Dairyman, 


ruad a paper on “the milk rogister,’ He 
said untoss thoy vasorted to daily tests thoy 
could tell nothings He read a paper by 
Prof, Frean, writen for. the dairymen of 
England, on tl i subject. Tho latter 
maintained that the rogistor waa not a good 
tester as regarded bie choves making quali 
tics of milk. Thabest way to test milk 
was by weighing if}. Farmérs could uso 
tho registerin telly whut was the milk 
giving capabilitios of thoir herds, He had 
certain testing instruments with him, and 
gavo the Convention a practical illustration 
of how to tell how much fat milk contain- 
od, 

Prof, Roberta, of Cornell niyersity, 
Ithaca, N. ¥., spoke of dairy house talk. 
In yisilfug many factories .in New York 
State, he said he was. disgusted with the 
filth scen in larger places. He built a 
small, clean dairy house as an exporiment, 
The building was made. tight and dry, and 
the floor was maile by simply levelling the 
earth, and then coyering with a mixture of 
cement and sand, which made a floor with- 
out a crack, Such a'surface could be edsi 
ly cleaned, and Wwas_always dry and whole 
BOTH, 

The Convention then adjourned until 
‘7:30 in the evening, 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Thomas Shaw, of Hamilton, editor 
of the Canadian Live Stock Jowrnal, ad- 
dressed the Conyentionon the ‘Possibili- 
ties of the Duiryman.’ Hoe said the men 
who went down to Philadelphia from 'Can- 
ada won a victery over the whole world. 
Ho urged dairymen to take a deeper inter 
est in their Conventions, as they were pro- 
ductive of much good. Everyone interest- 
ed ti dairying should strive to» help him- 
self,-and if he discovered anything of im- 
portance he should come forward, and give 
the Convention the benefit of his experi- 
ments. The price of cheeso had been 
raised, through the usefalness of their meet 
ings. Britain firat furnished Canadians 
with the machines in the dairy, when Oana 
dians made such rapid progress that now 
they send® instructors to England to in 
struct them in the use of the machino. 
Dairymen should study their work and dis- 
card dishonest patrons, while only skilled 
workmen should be employed. If the duicy 
cOW was raised to its highest standard the 
yield would be very much increased. He 
said.that whatever stock was used in breed- 
ing it should be consistent of the breed it 
represented, and the ealyes should not be 
forced too much while young, as it would 
cause fleshiness. Prof, Arnold paid Can- 
ada a high tribute last summer when’ he 
said that the checse of New York was not 
equal to that of the Dominion, While this 
was true, there was still room for improve- 
ment in this country. 

Mr. W. H. Lynch, of Danville, Que., 
spoke on the subject ‘‘Commercial Aspect 
of the Dairy.” He illustrated the figures 
which he gave by charts, showing the rela- 
tive exports and imports of cheese and but- 
ter. In butter exports, he said, France 
stood first, and Canada fifth. In the ex- 
port of cheese the United States led the 
world, while Canada came fourth. Ac- 
cording to his charts Britain could receive 
all the cheese Catiada oxports and still have 
a great unsupplied demand. He also 
showed that of the different exports of 
Canada, with the exception of the exports 
of thé forest, the dairy exports were the 
largest and whea® the smallest. Canada 
exported cheese and butter equal in price 
to thacombined yalue of the oxports of 
horned cattled, horses, sheep and swine, 
and equal also to the exports of barley, 
peas, oats, and wheat. 

The Convention then adjourned until 10 
a, m., Thursday. 


THURSDAY'S SESSION. 

‘* How to improve the quality and price 
of Canadian Cheese,” was a paper read by 
Mr. D. M. McPherson, of Lancaster Ont., 
the cheese king of Hastern Ontario. The 
making of cheese in Canada, he said, dates 
from 1863, at which time the experience 
and reputation of our makers were all bor- 
rowed from the neighboring Republic, 
and for several years afterwards any person 
who desired to enter into the cheesemak 
ing business relied entirely upon getting | 
his skilled cheesemaker from the Tnited 
States. Since that period things have 
changed, and Canadian cheesemakers have 
putso much thoughtinto practical uce as 
now givesthem the reputation and prouf 
position of being the best manufacturers in 
the world, they being sought for farand 
near, even in England and Scotland— 
countries supposed to be mostadvanced in 
Cheddar cheesemaking. He suggested some | 
means whereby Canada can still make ad- 
vances towards a better article, and obtain 
an increase in price in proportion to the 
value of other cheese producing sections. 
Thegeneral good reputation of our cheese 
cénnot be improved by only a few factor- 
iestimproviog and advancing to perfection | 
of make. 1t is the quantity of perfect mako | 
in proportion to the wholo taat gives a lead- 
ing value to our make ; the greater the pro- 
portion to perfect inake the greater the rep- 
utation. No sin@le cheese can get a good | 
name by only one-third or two-thirds of its 
wake being perfect. The viearer it turns 
out all perfect choese the higher its reputa- | 
tion will stand—high not only with cheese 
buyers, but ale With consumers, aud the 
make should be perfect from one season to 
the other contituously. The better the 
whole cheese of a country, the higher will 
ita reputation be in foreign markets. Ho 
suggested some improvements in making | 
cheese, with the aim of reducing the sciencd 
of cheesemaking to a rule, discarding as far 
as far as possible the dependence on judg. | 
ment at important critical stages ; also the 
appointment of expert superintendents by | 
counties or groups of factories and the care 
ful inspection of cheese in factories before 
boxing ; improving the curing rooma of fac 
tories, and, lastly, the system of selling. 

Mr. James Whitten, of Wellman’s Oor- 
ners, Inspector for the Belleville district, 
made cheese in fifty-five factories, and 
visited and gave advice to 66, making 121 
inall. The following a statement of 
quality. In 46 the cheese was made firat- 
class (faultless), fifty making good useful 
cheese ; the remaining thirteen middling ; 
eighteen very poor ; rennet seventy-five in 
good condition ; twenty-two using extract ; 
six rennetine, and seventeen unfit for uso, 
You will aee by this marked improvement, 
more especially in the preparation of ron- 
not Cheosemakers are getting more apt 
in their understanding.

see the bad effect this has‘on cheese per- 
sonally, I would say that my opinion is 
cheose-buyers deal honorably with faotory- 
men throughout. I do not think there 
was a cheese culled in our section in the 
last soason that there was achance for a 
doubt as to quality, anda great many 
cheeses were taken in the latter part of the 
season that could have been refused for 
want of being properly curkd. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Messrs. Macpherson, Bissell, Whitton, 
and Harris were called upon the platform, 
and the mecting was allowed to question 
them in regard to the points raised in their 
papers. 

(.—What is the amount of cheese 
stock at the present time ? 

Mr. Macpherson, in answering this ques- 
tion, said that ho was glad Mr. Bissell had 
referred to the change of systom and the 
stock, He could explain the cause of the 
dry cheese found in his factory. The system 
had been used only a few weeks, and the 
maker had heated the room up to 102° 
hence the cheese Was dry. But he 
still held that with this system properly 
applied he could make as fine cheese 
ag any man could wish for. By a uni- 
form temperature a maker could bring 
about uniform results, If they kept 
the temperature of “theic curd at 90° 
instead of 94°, he said, it would require two 
hours before salting, but if it ‘was kept 
at 98° it would only require one hour, As 
regards the stock of cheese on the market 
at present, he said it was not known exact- 
ly, -but the reports froin Liverpool put it 
for that market at 54,000 and New York 
had about 24,000 cheese, or had less than 
last year, but as regards the others nothing 
definite was known. 

Mr, Derbyshire said that he understood 


‘by reports that by the first of June the old 


stocks would be worked off the market, and 
then the Liverpool market would be ready 
in time to, receive the new stock or cheese. 
The reports were very misleading, as the 
buyers would report 30,000 boxes on a 
day when business was good, and on a 
bad day they would only havesome 10,000 
boxes. 

,Q.—Did you say that Macpherson’s plan 
did work satisfactory / 

Mr. Whitton-—I tried it in several facto- 
ries and found it worked very well, but he 
claimed that if the milk was old, and with 
a tendency to souring, it would not work 
well on Mr. Macpherson’s system. 

Q.—Would it work at allan Mr.*Mac- 
pherson’s system / 

“Mr, Bissell—It would. 
‘Mr. Macpherson said if the milk was old 
the acid should be increased. 

Q.—Is it possible to keep the curd at an 
eyen temperature in this country { 

Mr. Whitton said it was one of the sim- 
plest things in the world to curd at an even 
temperature, Take your curd, sink deep 
below racks of from 8 to 10 inches, with 


steam pipe running down through the cen-, 


tre, allowing steam to exhaust in whey (wa- 
ter preferred) to a temperature of 100° to 
102°; cover the curd, which will keep an 
even temperature during the process. He 
said this system had taken the gold medal 
at,several of the largest exhibitions. 

Prof, J. B. Harris said that the choese- 
makers in Scotland made cheese on time 
until they almost, ruined themselves; He 
could tell within fifteen minutes the time 
to salt and put the cheese to press. He 
said that the time to salt the curd was 
when the salt was needed, and he was fav- 
orable to making cheese by their judgment. 
but it was very necessary to have a clock 
in a factory. 

Mr. Bisgell.—I wotld advise buyers to bo 
careful in buying cheese from factories 
where there were no Clocks, 

Q.—How do you account for skipping 
cheese | 

Prof. Harris—Slovenliness. (Laughter.)

A CORRUPTIONIST ON BRIBERY. 


Mr. M. G/ Cameron, M.P., is one of the 
most noted of the’ Grit corruptionists, he 
having confessed in court to the expendi. 

__ ture of many thousands of dollars in bribing 

the electors. . In a recent speech before his 
constituents at Brucetield, Mr. Cameron, 
no doubt with the object of dragging the 
members of the Government down to his 
own level, made’ sweeping charges against 
thom, the effect of which was that timber 
limits in the late disputed territory have 
been wrongfully given by the Dominion 
Government toa number of its grasping 
partisans, and that the only return which 
the public treasury receives for those limits 
is the sum of five dollars per square mile, 
whereas the. Ontario Government, had it 
had the disposal of the limits, would have 
secured $600 a mile. 

The Mail has so happily and conclusively 
disposed of these agsertions, that we here: 
with reproduce the greater portion of its 
article. Our contemporary says : 

‘! There-are three charges involved here, 
(1) that limits have been wrongfully grant- 

; (2) that Tory partisans secured them ; 
(3) that the price was too low. P 

‘The first accusation as to the impro- 
priety of the grants will have to be answer- 
ed not aloné by the present Government, 
but by the Mackenzie Government, which 
first granted limits in the territory. On 

April 13, 1872, Mr. W.J. Macaulay applied 
to the then Government for timber limits 
there. He was told that his application 
could not be entertained. In1$74, when 
the Mackenzie Government was in office, 
Mr, Macau!<y renewed his application, and 
on the report of the Hon. R.W. Scott, act- 
ing as Minister of the Interior, he was, on 
April 14 of, that year, granted one hundred 
square miles, with these provisions :—First 
thatthe limit should not be within an In- 
dian reserve ; and, second, that on thie ad- 
justment of the question of boundary be- 
tween the Démimon and the Province: f On- 
tario,should the limits so granted prove tobe 
within the said province, this Government 
should not be held liable to the lessee in any 
way to secure his continuing in the epjoy- 
ment théré6f orfor ahy dasbages he imay- 
sustain by reasou of any action which may 
be taken by the Government of the said 

rovince in respect to the graut now mado,” 

hus, it will be. observed, the precedent 
was set by the Mackenzie Government,and 
if there was anything. wrong init Mr. 

Cameror tnust blamé his friends. The 

second assertion is that the grants wore 
made to Tories. Mr, Cameron gives a long 
stting of Tories who ‘‘have been fattening 
on the spoils of Ontario.”’ The majority 
of the names he gives are those of business 
men who applied for the right to cut timber 
but did not fulfilthe conditions, and there- 
fore fell oub. Still others were’ awarded 
rights to.cub timber, not by the present 

Government, but by the late Government. 

Here are two instances—we give Mr. Oam- 

eron’s description of the scoundrels : 

‘*W. J. Macaulay—this nan used to’ be a 
Libéral, but went over to the Tories—gets a 
double share of the spoils because he proved a 
traitor to. tario interests, and so he has” 100 
square miles. 

“Now—and Mr, Cameron, who has all 
the blue books before him, must have 
known it—Mr. Macaulay's hundred square 
miles were leased by the Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment oft April 14,1874. (Sce Sessional 
paper 30a, s, of 1882, p. 1d.) 

‘The Keewatin Lumber Company, the lead. 
ing spirits in which are Mr. Fuller, a leading 
Tory of Hamilton, John Dennis, a Western 
Tory, and Johnand RK. W.) ther, Ottawa 
Tories, secured fifty square miles,” , 

‘This timber berth—and it covered 60 
square miles, not.560-—was granted by the 

kenzie Government on March 2, 1874. 

The third complaint is as to the price 
charged for these’ berths. Mr. Cameron says 
it Wag 85a mile; when Mr. Pardeo could 
have got 8600. The statement is incorrect, 
ihe koe was $5 per annum per mile, and 
in tion a payment to the Government 
of dues to the extent of five per cent. of the 
valuo of all the timber cut. Thus, if in one 
year.a lessee remoyed $1,000 worth of tim 
ber from a mile of ground, the dues to the 

Government for that year would be $50, 

“But it may be well to point out, and 
this'is where the charge of partisanship in 
the renting of these berths fails, that the 
@5 per square mile per annum was meroly 
the upset price of the berths. The regula 
tion of the Department is that ‘ where two 
parties apply for a license for a timber 
limit their competitive tender shall be in- 
vited:'. So that if some odious Tory had 
offered’ $5.per mile per annum, it only re- 
mained for a saintly Liberal—Mr. Cam- 
eron, forinat nice—to offer $5.50 or 86, and 
thus etbhie! the pred omhis vicious 
opponént Oricarry off the bargain . for him- 
self Under this regulation it was impos 
sible for the Tories to gmb timber limits 
and thus to ‘fatten upon the spoils of On- 

tario,’ for Liberals had an equal chance. 
So, fo, was itimpossible for Tories to pe- 
cure their berths for other than legitimate 
business purposes. The rule was and is 
that every licenseo must, within a year, 
build mill capable of cutting ten thou- 
sand feet aday, and that he must keop it 
in operation for six months in each yoar or 
lose hid licenss. Mr. Cameron has, it will 
be seen, grossly misstated the facts. The

Bishop Langevin Condemns the Riel Agita-

Tho Bishop of Rimouski has issued a 
mandement in which he says; For sever- 
al weeks back a dangerous excitement and 
a demagogic spirit have infused themselves 
into the hearts of a portion of our people 
who are generally so peaceable and pious. 

Men have endeavored to bring about a 
rising of the masses. Everywhere the 
young men, always impressionable, have 
been incited to tumultuous demenstrations 
and to acts which are extremely regretable, 
which can only result in degrading our 
people in the public esteem, in exposing us 
to a war of race and religion and in arrest- 
ing fora long period the progress of our 
country. Too zealous and unreflecting 
journalists, among whom some. proclaim 
themselves good and submissive Catholics, 
have not abided by the serious teachings 
of the Encyclical Immertale Dei, have dared 
to glorify or at least to justify acts of -vio- 
lence'and uprising, have contested with 
society the right to protect herself by in- 
flicting the last penalty on criminals and 
seditious characters, without reflecting that 
it is much easier to jncite to disorder and 
rebejlion than to appease theypeople when 
excited.

The nearest poorhouse is thirty miles dis- 
tant from Achill,and if crowded to the roof 
could not hold one-sixth of the people who 
are now facing starvation, Moreoyer, the 
majority of the islanders would consider it 
a degradation, to which death were per- 
ferable,to go to the poorhouse.

FUURADAY AFTERNOON 


The President called apon Mr, Graham, 
son of K. Graham, I2oq., ©d*prosident of the 
Association, to address the meeting 
‘* Permanent Pastures.” 

Mr. Graham said that about four yours 
ago, while attending a convention at Brock: | 
ville, he hoard Prof. Brown, of the Guelph 
, Agricultural college, deliver an address on 
pormanent pastures, and he (tho speakeér,) 
determined to try the experiment on his 
own farm, Ho adopted the formula given 
by Prof. Brown, which was as follows

He sowed twenty acres with this mixture, 
Half of this land was old and the remain- 
der fallow land, The bottom was a cold one 
and inclined to loam, The reason this 
paaticular piece of land was chosen was be 
cause it was furthest from the barn; and 
thus could*vet no manure. Tho first’ year 
the grasses came up well, and grew well. 
In the fall, part of it.was used for pasturo 
because the grasses were so rank. ‘The 
next year the land was used for pasture 
and a record was kept. The average was 
seven months feed per acre. Next year 
twenty milking cattle were put on the pas- 
ture and pastured there until the I1th of 
July, and then ten tons of hay were cut 
frou the part which was old land. After- 
wards the land was uséd fur pasture and 
four months pasturing per acre got out of 
it. The speaker was so well pleased that 
he has since put down apiece of 25 acres in 
permanent pasture, ‘besides one acre of 
gravelly. land and one acre of loam well 
manured. 

Mr. Graham said he made atrip to the 
Guelph experimental farm at one time for 
the purpose of examing tho permanent 
pastures there and of seeiig the different 
grasses sown. so that. he could recognizo 
them and see if a) had come up in the land 
sown by him. On returning he found that 
no traces of the fan oat nor the creeping 
bent could be séen, and of the Italian rye 
and perennial rye, only slight traces could 
be found. Afterthe first year the red 
clover disappeared altogether. The lucerne 
disappeared from the cold low land, but, 
grew well on the up land. He would re- 
recommend those who intended putting 
down permanent pastures to adopt the fol- 
lowing formula ;

One peculiar feature about the piece of

down Ypermanent pastures, the speaker 
would recommend doing so on partly up 
land. ‘The first piecd he had put down was 
better last year than the year before. The 
ground was ploughed twice in the fall and 
the seed sown in the same summer as grain. 
The ground, in order to ensure success, 
must be thoroughly clean, rich,and in good 
condition, or else weeds will spring up and 
choke the grasses. In the spring as soon 
as the snow goes off, the gvasses should be 
cown, later on the cloyers. The ground 
should be rolled and not harrowed or cul- 
tivated. 

Mr. Graham's address elicited much fa- 
vorable comment. 

Prof. Roberts was then called upon 
for. an address upon ‘‘The investiga- 
tion of some of the problems of agricul- 
ture.” 

The speaker said attention must. first be 
turned to pastures. Most farmers think 
that manures and ferlilizers used on pas- 
tures are thrown away. The very opposite 
is the truth of this. ~Where the land does 
not exceed $150 per acre, the pastures will 
be the most valuub!e part of the farm. No 
fodder is so cheap as undried grasses and 
clover, but the pastures should not be 
overstocked, ‘To eave pastures, feed some 
bran daily in the fall, also corn stalks and 
amall ears of corn over the fence.. The 
larger ears can be fed to the pigs. Once 
a year 100 lbs or more of German potash 
salts should be sown on the pasture. Pick 
off the stones and spread old straw ashes, 
&c., over the poor spots and then spread 
barnyard manure all over “the pasture. 
This will greatly itcrease the value of 
the pasture. It must not be forgotten |

» PARCELS POST. 


We have much pleasure in inserting the 
following item of interest, relative to par- 
cels post, copied by the Toronto: Mail from 
the Morning Post newspaper of London, 
England. .Whenwe see leading papers 
like the above calling-attention to the im- 
portance of tlie subject, we may trust that 
it is in a fair way ore long of being put in- 
to practical operation : 

‘The Canadian correspondent of the 
Morning Post raises a question of practical 
interest which must often have occurred to 
all whosp dealings with Canada are at all 
intimate. The writer euquires why the 
parcels. post ee has not yet beon ex- 
tended to the Dominion. In India ho had 
been: able Ui) obtain a parcel by post from 
the! Mothor‘Country at any little post office, 
maby mil@s from any failway, where the 
postmaster could barely read the English 
addresses. Yet in Canada, with its highly 
civilized aud rapidly growing English speak. 
ing Revalstion no facilities whatever exiat 
for the transmission of parcels to Great 
Britain by post. It is well that attention

Queen's; Bench Judgments. 


The Queen's bench division (Ohief J us- 
tice Wilsonand Judge Armour) delivered 
anumber of judgments yesterday the only 
one of interest being that of Richardson vy.

The action was 
tried before Mr, Justico O'Connor at 
Belleville, and was brought to recovers 
damages for an alleged false imprisonment, 
the plaintiff being arrested in the county 
of Hastings upon a warrant from the 
Belleville Police Magistrate, who, by the 
Ontario statutes, is, ex officio, a justice 
of the peace for the county. The 
plaintiff raised the question as to 
whether the Ontario Government had the 
right to appoint justices of the peace, claim- 
ing that the Dominion authorities only had 
the power. The point was elaborately ar- 
gued, and the court gave judgment to-day 
against the plaintiff's contention with costs.

By laying in a good stock of patience and 
perseverance, and taking for a motto tho 
cheering assurance that ‘there is nothing 
so old that it canuot be made to look bet- 
ter,” wonders ‘ay be accomplished by 
means of careful cleansing, judicious dyeing 


The first thing to be done to a garment 
that is to be made over is to rip to pieces, 
pick out all the threads, and brush’ it 
thoroughly. If you know just how itis to 
be mado again, select only the pieces nced- 
ed, soas not to waste any unnecessary 
labor in cleaning what will not be used. 

If the material is woollen, but little woru 
and not much, if any, soiled, a good brush- 
ing is all that will be needed. Pin the 
pieces on an ironing table and brush thor- 
oughly, first across the goods, then length- 
wise, 

If the gathers and wrinkles to be pressed 
out are few and not deeply made, but little 
moisture need be used, Wring a clothout 
of clean water until it is entirely drained, 
spread it over the goods and iron over the 
cloth until it is perfectly dry. Wring out 
the cloth again and go overall the goods 
in the same way. When one piece must

Another Mine Horror. 
Thirty-Seven Mon Imprisoned Through 
Fire-Damp Meplosion: aed 


WHeeELinGc, West Virginia, Jan. 22,— 
Yesterday afternoon an explosion of fire- 
damp occurred in the shaft of the New- 
burg Oriel coal company, Newburg, W. 
Va, The force of the explosion blocked 
the air passage so close that no one would 
venture into thé main heading to ascer- 
tain the fate of those imprisoned, until 
an air passage could be established. This 
work is being pushed vigorously. Up to 
midnight, no bodies had beon recovered. 
It is supposed that. thirty-seven men are 
imprisoned. Probably all are dead. The 
scenes at the shaft are heartrending, 
Fathers, mothers, wives and children linger 
in groups with pallid faces,anxiously await- 
ing some tidings from their loved ones. The 
theory advanced as to the cause of the ex- 
plosion is that the fire-démp had accumlated 
in one of the rooms and was accidentally 
ignited by a minor's lamp.
